Teenagers talk 
their toughest problem 


“One of the toughtest problems 
for a teenager to face is the 
dilemma of mage pregnancy.

“inroads is strictly ny private 
sector approach,” Pye said. 
“The private sector. managers 
look at two things: How.do we 
solve (the com "s affirma- 
tive action problems) our- 
selves, and we try to convince 
them they're doing themselves 
atavor by bringing in talented 
people.” 

According to Pye, the pro- 
‘gram attempts to reach high- 
achieving Black students in 
high school and in their early 
years of college. They arrange 
internships for these students 
at participating Companies, 
and provide the students with 
counseling, tutoring, and other 
services to help them remainin 
school. 

“A critical element is the 
counseling,” Pye states,.“a lot 
of times, going to college is the 
first time the minority student 
is actually in the minority.
